W.isnixoro.1, May 14.—The Dupon 


case, involving the right ol Jlenry A 
Dupont to a Beat in the senate from th 
state of Delaware, was taken cp in thi 
HOnatfi today witlt a Yiew to conclude 
the debate and take a final vote at : 
p.m. tomorrow. A brief colloquy be 
tween Gorman and Mitchell developed 
that a differencs of opinion existed as to 
the character of the vote tomorrow. 
Gorman spoke of the unanimous agree- 
ment to vote tomorrow. Mitchell ad- 
mitted the correctness of the statement, 
but added eiguiflcautly that the charac- 
ter of the vote would bo determined 
when the vote was reached, which was 
open to the meaning that the case 
would be postponed until neit session. 
Platt, Republican of Connecticut, spoke 
in support of Mr. Dupont's claim. 


Mr. Gibson, Democrat of Maryland, 


addressed the senate in opposition to 
the bill restricting immigration as soon 
as the session opaued today. He urged 
that there was no reasan to turn back 
the immigrant from our shores so long 
as there were mountains to tunnel 
rivers to bridge and virgin country to 
develop. 


Many of the states with scant popu- 


lation would be glad to welcome the 
foreigner, either with education or 
illiterate, if he only works. The most 
populous and prosperous states owed 
their prosperity largely to the great 
benefits resulting from immigration. 


Gibson said that the power behind

000,000, an aggregate of about $70,000,- 
000.

WASHINGTON, May 14.-—The house to- 


day, under the special order adopted 
laat week, devoted the whole day to 
private pension bills.

The Prisoner Surprised at the Ver- 


dict—Walling Will be Tried

NEWPORT, May 14.—The Scott Jackson 


case for the murder of Pearl Bryan went 
to the jury at 10 o'clock this morning. 
At 12.05 the jury returned. Amid a 
deathlike silence the foreman handed 
the verdict to the clerk, who read aa fol- 
lows: "We, the jury, find the defend- 
ant, Scott Jackson, guilty of murder in 
the first degree, aud fix the penalty at 
death." 


In a long interview Jackaon admits

SPRINGFIELD, 111., May 14.—Tbe most 


daring bank robbery which has ever oc- 
curred in this part of Illiuoia was per- 
petrated at noon today at Buffalo, thir- 
teen miles east of this city, the cashier 
being bound and gagged and $11,000 
carried off by the robbers. The bank 
of Buffalo ia owned by A. A. Pickrell & 
Co. Thia noon two masked men en- 
tered the bank just as cashier Kloppen- 
burg was the only perton in thu bank at 
the time. The robbers seized him from 
behind, bound and gagged him and 
then took all the money in the bank, 
amounting to $11.000.

}etition Southern Negroes to Unite 


Against "l*ily Whites." 


NEW YORK, May 14. — A convention of 


:olored Republican delegates from nine 
itatea of the aouth was held here today. 
?here were forty-three delegatea present. 
t wae announced the convention was 
called to devise some means to prevent 
he so-called "Lily Whites" of the south 
rom crowding out of the St. Louis con- 
vention tbe colored delegates in districts 
where the colored Republicans were in 
he majority. The convention passed a 
number of resolutions, among them one 
petitioning the negroes of the aouth to 
unite againat the "Lily Whites" of the 
outh. 
The convention declared the "Lily 
Vhitea" to bo mude up of "plebs" and 
.iasatiafiod office seekers of the Demo- 
;ratic party.

Frye, chairman of the commerce com- 


mittee, closed the debate on the bill by 
a statement showing the remarkable de- 
velopment of American commerce and 
the consequentdecreasingof the frieight 
rates. 


The bill was taken up as aoon aa the 


senate convened today, the agreement 
being that tbo final vote he taken at 3 
p.m. Tho pending question waa Gor- 
man's amendmant directing tho secre- 
tary of war to so apportion contract ap- 
propriations tuat not more than $10,- 
000,000 be expended on contracts in any 
~ 
year. 


Vest opposed the Gorman amend- 


ment, declaring that it would permit the 
secretary of war to nullify the'river and 
harbor bill and to substitute his opin- 
ion in lieu of that of congress. He did 
not believe there would be a partisan iu 
the chamber who would give such auto- 
cratic power to a cabinet officer. He 
had never known a secretary of war to 
whom he would extend such vaat power. 
While he was a Democrat and knew the 
expenditures would be made by Demo- 
cratic ofScials up to March 3d, yet that 
was not a factor to consider as he op- 
poaed any such abdication of power, by 
congress and its transfer to one offi- 
cial. 


Gorman insisted that there waa no ab- 


dication of power, but merely a lirnita- 
tation of the power of the secretary of 
war eo that aot more than $10,OQO',QQO 
would-be apent annually. It waa a neat 
provision, said Gorman, in view of the 
fact that "this is the first time in the 
hiatory of the government that we have 
gone into the wholesale business of au- 
thorizing contracts." 


If he were secretary of war, said Gor- 


man, be would apply the rule suggested 
by Sherman of aot obligating the gov- 
ernment for one dollarof these contracts 
until congress made provision for the 
revenues' to meet them. Thia amend- 
ment wae merely a caution to our exec- 
utive officer that in view of our condi- 


A Chinese Cook Shoots Them and 


Then Commits Suicide. 


YKEKA, Ca!., May 13.—Mra. Henry

HAVANA, May 13.—-The United States 


has intervened in behalf of two more of 
tho men of the schooner Competitor. 
They are Charles Barnett and William 
Leavitt. As cabled to the Associated 
Press on Monday.they were brought here 
from Bahia Honda, having been cap- 
tured^ in Pinar del. Rio after tbey had 
EjteteB>an|a>l"8o~noliEecf Consul" "General 
Williams. They aleo informed the con- 
sul general that they wore unarmed 
when captured. 


Consul General Williams has, in con- 


sequence, piesented their claim, as reg- 
ularly made in'such casea, that tbe men 
shall be tried by the ordinary civil 
court and not by court martial, accord- 
ing to the righta guaranteed to citizens 
of the United States by treaty. The 
case of theae two men differ from the 
casea of the five other captives only in- 
asmuch as they had lauded in Cuba 
before being captured, and BO have a 
clearer title to civil trial aa being resi- 
dents of Cuba, aa technically provided 
in the treaty guarantee. It was on the 
ground of non-residiance that the au- 
thorities at first denied a civil trial to 
the men captured on board the Com- 
petitor. In view of these facts It ie uol 
expected that any difficulty will be 
made about according Barnett and 
Leavitt a civil trial. 


PROHIBITIONISTS. 


Favor Free Coinage and Oppose 


Issuing of Bonds. 


STOCKTON, May 13.—The state Prohibi- 


tion convention met here today aud wag 
called to order at 2 o'clock by J. M. 
Glass, chairman of the state central com- 
mittee. Cbauncey Dunn of Sacramentjo 
was elected chairman of the convention 
and tbe usual committees were 
ap- 


pointed. The attendance ia large but 
not full. 


The committee on ulatform is in ses- 


sion tonight and will not conclude its 
labors until very late. The committee 
baa agreed on tbe prohibition plank and 
the finance section is framed. The 
finance plank favors gold, silver and pa- 
per aa legal tender in payment of all 
debts, public and private, and conse- 
quently the committee declares for the 
free coinage of silver at 16 to 1. They 
oppose the issuance of bonde of tbe gov- 
ernment in time of peace and hold that 
the government ehould make the pay- 
ment of bonde in any kind of money it 
may deem best. The committee also 
agreed to favor woman suffrage.

battles of the' session, 


which continued almost until 9 o'clock 
tonight, recommitted the contested elec- 
tion case of Rinaker vs. Downing, from 
the Sixteenth Illinois district to the 
committee on elections, with instruc- 
tions to count tbe ballota in dispute. 
The vote stood 139 to 35. 


The supporters of tha majority report 


to unseat Downing, Democrat, and seat 
the contestant, realized that tbe disaf- 
fection on their side waa so strong that 
the minority report would probably be 
adopted and they inaugurated a sys- 
tematic filibuster to gain time to rally 
their forces. The firat teat of strength 
ou a motion to adjourn, 96 to 139, con- 
firmed their suspicions, but they fought 
valiantly to the end, and went down in 
thft last ditch after staving off tho final 
action fur four huure. The spo.iker gave 
them considerable leeway at the begin- 
ning of the fipiit, but toward the end lie 
declined to tolerate dilatory tactica. As 
a laat resort nr-iny of the supporters of 
tbe majority rcineed to vote, but tlie 
speaker ronntari them Anit the Pemo- 
crataand diaeeutintt Republicans scored 
tbeir victTt.

They Enter a Mine Too Soon After 


Firing a Blust. 


STOCKTOS, May 13. — Three miners 


who shot off a blast in the Deep 
Soclaby mine at Sonlabyville,Tuolumne 
county, today were suffocated by going 
into the mine too soon after the erplo- 
sion and one of them has aince died. 
Hia name is John Mitchell, and he has a 
wife and 6ve children living there. The 
other two miners, J. D. Sullivan and 
Albert Slatten, have recovered con- 
flciouaneaa, and are 
out of danger. 


Clarence Fane, another miner who 
started down tbe shaft to the assistance 
of the men, fell out of the bucket and 
waa -badly bruised, but will recover. 
The mine is located eight milea east of 
Sonora,, and ia one of the oldest in 
the county. The men were finally 
rescued by two brave minera, who de- 
scended after them and brought their 
limp bodies to tbe surface.

Railroad Commissioner La Rue, who 


baa lately traveled extensively throngh 
the state Irom lot Angeles as iar north 


> Nap* county, make* the following 


statement in regard to tbe effect oi the 
April froet on the vineyards: 


"From Sacramento down as far at 


Los Angeles county the loss ia very 
heavy. 1 would Eay about 30 per cent 
of the first crop ia destroyed. In Yolo 
and Solano counties, where are mostly 
wine urtipt'!:, I be Josa in the iittt crop id 
almost total. In the raisin district the 
Muscats and Malagas will throw out a 
second crop I hat 
may be better than 


usual. But to a creat extent the froat 
haa been eo severe and the vines have 
been BO badly injured that the next 
vear'a crop will also be affected. In 
Los Angeles county the loss was not BO 
heavy, but conaidemhle damage has 
been done, not only to vineyards, hut 
aleo to vegetables and other crops. In 
N'apa county I traveled from the lower 
en.l up to St. Helena, and found that 
nearly all the grapes were killed. My 
own vineyard and Schraoim's were the 
only exceptions I noticed. 


"Of course, it ia hard to estimate what 


the total average losa will bt>, for we 
have had no such season before to jmlg^ 
by. I will say that the loss iu raifiiua 
«•!!! rpachjiOuTflQ per cent, and on wine 
grapes GO to 70 per rent. There has not 
been as disastrous a frost since 1H54. 
There were not many vineyards then, 
hnt the crops *rere entirely ruined by a 
heavy frost'on May *2d in that year." 


The railroad commissioner is himself 


probable that his estimate will prove to 
be pretty nearly correct. If he haa 
properly sized up the situation the 
damage has been much greater than 
generally reported, and tbe shortage 
both to raisins and wine can not fail to 
very materially effect the market. 


If the raisin crop ia reduced one-half 


and the wine output from ton to twenty 
per cent more, the supply will Jail short 
of the demand and the loaa to producers 
will iu a large measure be made up by 
the increased pricas that will be real- 
ized.

without eoine small Rain holds good in 
this instance. The tendency towards 
overproduction and

prices of vineyard products -wilt greatly 
modify tho severity of the loss. A 
smaller output and better prices will be 
conditions not hard to endure.

The ineu wbo broke from the M&dera 


jail last Thursday nii;ht are still at large, 
and at thw time there ie little prospect 
of.their immediate capture. There ieno 
doubt but that the fugitives acted with 
better judtfuieut than was shown byEv- 
aus and Morrell, and did not hang about 
the neighborhood in order to get their 
names in the papers as much aa possi- 
ble.

A KICK FROM EASTON. 


Claim That Certain Roads Are in 


Need of Repairs. 


EDITOR REPUBLICAN -.—The Easton and 
aahinKton colony people would like to 


know why it is that tbe roads in the 
Central and Fresno colonies are repaired 
every year while those in the Washing- 
ton colony are shamefully neglected? 
In the vicinity of Easton there are roads 
which have not been repaired for many 
years; and the supervisor of the district 
haa not aa yet made any movement to 
put these roads in decent condition this 
year. The. road running from Cherry 
and into Elm avenue especially is in a 
very bad condition, being full of chuck 
holes, hog-wallows and deep-water pools, 
and as thfl postoffice, store and black- 
smith shop are located at the connec- 
tion of this road and elm avenue, there 
ia more driving upon thia than almost 
any road in the colony. It is, therefore, 
high time that it is put in decent condi- 
tion. There are other roada ia the 
Washington colony which have not been 
repaired since the colony waa laid out 
eighteen years ago. 


Aa tbe people of Washington colony 


are &a prompt in paying their road taxes 
as those in the Central and Fresno colo- 
nies, and tbe Washington colony being 
more thickly settled than these colonies, 
it would appear that fair play and sim- 
ple justice would dictate that the roads 
in tho Washington colony should bo put 
in as good condition aft those in tbe 
Central and Freano colonies.

:hrough a central organization, whicl 
rould comprise a larga majority of al 
,be growers, packera and diatributors o 
;heee goods. 


Despite many discouragements, tti 


committee appointed by the organiaa 
tionu mentioned have not labored in 
vain. What, at tbe oqtset, aeemed nex 
;o impossible, viz: the bringing of thes 
ntereata together in this way, haa been 
largejy accomplished. 


It is generally admitted that central 


Nation, to a _ considerable extent, re 
moves competition, and it is general!

Therefore, if failure 
results, the responsibility for the loas 
which growera must sustain, aay $500, 
000, this year, will rest with them, for 
all other Interests are ready to make 
the sacrifice of personal interests in or 
der that the work of the Chamber OL 
Commerce and the Hundred Thousand 
club may be successfully carried out.

The story of his brilliant 
services has been told in detail by bi- 
ographers, but General Grant has con- 
densed his real character and reputation 
into a few sentences: 'Hancock stands 
the most conspicuous figure of all ths 
general officera who did not exercise a 
separate command. He comtnunded a 
corps longer than any otber one and hia 
name was never mentioned as having 
committed in battle a blunder for which 
he waa responsible.

IT TEMPOKAKILY SHOTS DOW 


Kepairs Keai-ly Complete—How I 


Occurred—Au Enormous Strain 


Withstood. 


Last Tuesday afternoon, abont 


o'clock, tha pipe line leading from tli 
reeervoir to the power house of Ui 
electric plant on the San Joaqnin river 
received an exceedingly severe strain oi 
account of the blunder of a new mai 
who had just taken ch:trge of the powe 
house. -Ho had been sent there for tha 
purpose by tlio company in Sau Fran 
tiaco which made the wheels and whici 
still has charge of them, Ou accoun 
of the accident, a bole a foot wide am 
two feet louji waa broken in tbe pipe 
about 400 feet above the power house 
and a considerable number of jointa o 
the thin pipe at the upper end of tin 
Hue, near tbe top of the mountain, col 
lapsed under tbe enormous atmasphern 
pressure caused by the sudden rush o 
water through the opening lower down 
Connect neutly, the plant has been ahu 
down, bat will etart again tbis evening 
The pipe baa been temporarily re 
paired. 


The accident was due to tbe careless 


neea and meddlesomeness of the man in 
charge. He bad taken the nozzle piece 
from one of the nozzles. Tbe apef 
ture prior to taking the piece out waa 
l}£ inches in diameter. By taking the 
piece out, it left an aperture 4 inches 
in diameter. This waa more thau ten 
times aa larj;e aa it was before, and o: 
course ten times as much water could 
flow from it. The man forgot to replace 
the 
nozzle piece, 
and turned tbe 


water on. 


The rush of water waa terriGc. When 


it ia borne in mind that the stream ol 
water one and one-quarter inches in di- 
ameter will go through wood almoat 
like a bullet it can be understood what 
would be tbe effect of a ntream ten 
times aa large. The roar frightened the 
man, and to make matters worse ho 
shut off the water suddenly. 


The water in tbe pipe weighed 317 


tons. The rush downward was abruptly 
stopped. Tbe Gtrain on every part of 
tho pipe and receiver waa enormous. 
The pipe at the lower end was con- 
structed to stand a pressure of 010 
puuuds to tbe square inch. The indi- 
cator which measures the pressure Hew 
to 1300, struck tbe pin which, prevented 
it goinR further, then within a fraction 
of a second .rebounded entirely round 
the dial) under pressure of the reaction, 
and struck the pin on the otber aide, 
Urns covering tbe whole dial twice, indi- 
cating 2600 pounds pressure within less 
than one second of time. This, how- 
ever, is only an estimate, but the press* 
lire must bave been very nearly three 
times ae much as the pipe waa guaran- 
teed to stand. 


In view of this it is astonishing that 


the pipe stood tbe shock. But it passed 
through tbe ordeal with only the break 
above spoken of. 


Sucb an accident cannot occur again. 


Screw gates will bo put in, rendering it 
impossible to turn on or turn off the 
water suddenly. Thus no such strain 
ever can again occur. The pipe has 
been put to a'severer test than it will 
ever have again, and it has stood it well. 
Tbe piece that broke was the weakest in 
tbe whole line.

Bounds pressure to tho equare inch, and 
hot a rivet had bee,i sprung, nor had it 
moved on its foundations. The interior 
of the power houee had not been dam- 
aged. The amount of water which es- 
caped from the four-inch opening was 
nearly three times aa mncb aa will es- 
cape from tbe three nozzles if all are 
open at tbe ssme time.

those that are damaged. The new pine 
will be made heavier. The break near 
tbe bottom has been permanently re- 
paired already. A new joint was in- 
serted after the eun had gone down laet 
eveninc and the pipe had contracted in 
the cool night air. Tbe broken joint 
was sawed out early yesterday. A tem- 
porary pipe ia used at tbe upper end, 
and tbe new jointscan be inserted with- 
out stopping tbe works.

The winter juet clo§ing in the moun- 


tain region hia been the most remark- 
able one, In one "respect, which the 
Southern Pacific Company hat ever ex- 
perienced, according to General Super- 
intendent J. A. Filluiore aud othere. 


Not a snow plow baa run a mile on the 


Central Pacific throughout the eeason. 
The bip eteam rotary plows have been 
cold Mid their bright paint unecratehea 
in round-house* all winter. Not even 
an old push plow has bucked a shovelful 
of snow between BlueCauyonand Reno. 


There has been no snow that the 


ordinary rovrcatcher ronld not Bet away 
vfith. This, aa stated, ia the first time 
tbat railroad men have seen such a 
tiling happen eicue the iKet Central i a- 
cine engine climbed tha Sierraa. Away 
back in the sixties,-when construction 
was bomg pushed iu the mountains in 
midwinter, the grading often beni^ done 
in tunnels under the enow, enow plowa 
were kept buay much of the time mak- 
inc roada for the construction trains. 


The vast and deop expanse of snow in 


the mountains which at firat started 
despair and then the great nnowfluedB, 
was typical of the annual enowa. In 
eeaaoua oi average mildneea since trams 
uaro beeu kept running with fair resu- 
arity with the help ol the enowshcda 
and tho enormous push-plows which 
were rushed by several engines.

niarkable Statements Ktaru*

lican state convention has reminded 
Northern California again that there ii 
& Southern 
California. IJp in this 


region we arc prone to regard ourselves 
as the slate mid tne settlements south of 
Tehachapi as eastern colonies and rela- 
tively unimportant. It is the northern 
instinct to view these southerners as in- 
truders, who should bo modeat and rev- 
erent o! the pioneer fcthera. So when 
one-lungeil hordes swarm across the 
desert and over the mountains and in- 
vest the capita], taking on the air of au- 
thority and bosaing thincs generally, the 
old California!! find9 himself bewildered 
and scared. All his political landmarks 
are rudely 8hifted,hia traditions goggled 
and his sense of seniority ie affronted 
when he ia invited, or rather ordered, to 
fallin and march behind leaders wl:o 
ara famous in their own counUy, but 
strangers to him. He feela sore. A 
venerable Republican, who used to be 
important, but ia so no longer, -said io 
me yesterday: "Wft've been captured 
by the tenderfeot. California is Repub- 
lican, the strength of the party is in the 
Bouth. and as the south runs the party 
it rune the state. They aren't Oalifor- 
nians at aU those citrus fellowa, and if 
they want to divide the state I'm wilt- 
ing. Tney've converted me. Wo might 
aa well be governed by Massachusetts as 
to let this thing go on. What'a left of 
the party in the north ie a mere tail to 
the party in the eouth. I'm for a high 
partition fence at Tehachapi. That's 
the only way Oftliforniana can get Cali- 
fornia back into their hands again. 
We're Bent to the rear and labeled has- 
boona by thoae orange-growing invad- 
-ers." 


Old-fashioned Republicans here are 


startled by the boldness with which the 
A. P. A. manifested iiself at the conven- 
tion. In this locality a politician who 
has dealings with the A. P. A. prefers 
that they shall be secret. But there 
seems to be no diffidence of that Jkind iu 
•the south. A Republican who held a 
high local federal office under Harrison 
ave me bis views : 
"If the Democrats have any sense and 


courage they will face the situation at 
once and give us a hard fight on an issue 
tbat there was no need to raise. What 
business had the A. P.A.'s to show 
themselves at the convention anyhow? 
The Macs and the O'a weren't marching 
on the capital to capture it, but if the 
entire Irish population of the state had 
been advancing under the leadership of 
tbeir priests, the A.P.A.'s couldn't have 
been thicker or more actively aggressive 
than they were at Sacramento. 
They 


-dominated the convention, attempted 
no concealment and met with no opposi- 
tion. They -have taken possession of 
•the party. They are strong, of course, 
but the connection ban its disadvant- 
ages, which the Democrats can make us 
feel if they have sand. The A.P.A. baa 
lust sight of its mission. It was bom to 
^rebuke- bigotry and drive the religious 
issue out of .politics. Now it upward to 
think that it.ia entitled to substitute it- 
self for the: thing it came into existence 
to destroy. The A.P.A. as an organiza- 
tion devoted to downing Catholics who 
ask for office just because they are 
Oatholica^is one thing, the A.P.A- as an 


• organization- foutering race and religious 
prejudice and reaching out for the 
offices on that basis is precisely as ob- 
jectionable as the Y. M. I. in politics 
can be. If, the A. P. A. keeps on the 
road it's traveling it will make the pro- 
scribed Catholic the representative of 
the very American principle the A. P. 
A. pretends to stand for. Were I a 
Democrat! should favor a straight dec- 
laration of war and compel the Republi- 
can party of California to repudiate the 
A. P. A. orhave arrayed against it every 
•element which detests religion in poli- 
tics. The Democrats will be foola if 
they allow ua to carry water on both 
•shoulders. That such an issue should 
ha gratuitously forced is discreditable to 
•California. A*s a club to hit impudently 
•obtrusive Irish heads the A. P. A. was 
well enough, but you can't get Aineri- 
-cans with modern minds and instincts 
to fall in love with the A. P. A. for its 
-own sake. Aa a practical politician I 
understand all about the temptation to 
make friends with a powerful organiza- 
tion, but in this case it's been mitrbty 
poor policy, as will be found in the long 
run. When I ece n man of George A. 
Knight's position in the party humbly 
calling ou the Rev. tfudelson to beg per- 
mission to go HS a delegate*at-large to a 
national Republican convention I feel 
my face grow hot. The Republicans of 
California are too manly, I hope, to en- 
dure such subservience to such a mas- 
tership. The whole business ia un- 
American and squalid." 


The sudden prominence acquired by 


the A. P. A. has a newspaper side that 
will have political effect. 
The help 


given Mr. Spreckela at Sacramento by 
the order has cheered the great heart of 
the Examiner. Some months ago that 
paper and the Chronicle, having a nat- 
ural wish to keep their subscription lists 
from being crushed under the hoofs ol 
the contending Catholics and A. P. A.'s, 
took high editorial ground against re- 
ligious controversy and refused to print 
the animated contributions of Father 
Yorke. The Call, with a better business 
sense, or with that unconscious courage 
of which it cives so many displays, 
threw ita cahimns open to both sides 
and allowed the combatants to hammer 
one another to their heart's content. 
Mother church was mightily pleased 
and thedevont A. P. A.'a were no leas 
so. 
Consequently subscribers by the 


thousandlefc the Examiner and Chroni- 
cle and flocked tn the Call. Mr. Hearst 
and Mr. De Young speedily sought to 
repair their error, and they spread a 
daily feast of religious controversy. But 
the ground lost could not he recovered; 
the Call continued to receive the bless- 
ing of the church, and has had the hap- 
piness to be ranked almost as a Catholic 
organ. What will happen now that 
Mr. Spreckels has been publicly rubbed 
with the holy oil of A. P. A. favor can 
easily bo foreseen. Yet the joy of the 
Examiner and Chronicle at the proapect 
is tempered by the knowledge that they 
cannot openly seek to profit by the 
Call's fall from Catholic grace without 
incurring the vengeful disapproval of 
the bretbern of the A P. A. Their can- 
vassera are, however, already out, I 
dare say, knocking at Catholic doors 
and praying that the Call be kicked 
therefrom. There ia no limit to the en- 
terprise and dignity of metropolitan 
journa'ism.

It Is the low-browed old battle "between 
St. Pitrick'a day and the Twelfth of 
July over ag*in. For one, I-could not 
believe in toe last campaign that the 
J/(/Ktwr, the Catholtc church's uiticia) 
weekly, was aot exciting itaeJf unneees- 
wrily until industrious inquiry con- 
vinced me to the contrary. I took it 
for granted that the war did. not reach 
above the sound and intelligent curb- 
stone, that men of education could feel 
only scorn for a^quarrel*! eo low and 
repulaive a character. But I found law- 
yers and doctors and bueiness men, and 
politicians of all ranks, iuWr«Ud and 
taking sides. Candidates for the high- 
eat aa well aa the humblest offices trem- 
bled lest tney should be proscribed by 
the Catholics one one hand or the A. 1*. 
A. on the other, and tbeir balancing 
matched the dexterity of rope-dancers.

Two planks in the Republican plat- 


form will mislead the outside world aa 
to the state of public opinion in Califor- 
nia—the planks declaring for free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 and 
for woman suftraee.

Tha absence of plain, good sense at the 
congress ie astonishing. In matter and

tipreckels when he made the dread an-

Here he is a great man, and associates 
only wit-b thoae who keep in mind of 
it. lie escaped from his court for an 
hour and spoke to the whole party as he 
is wont to 'speak to the cabinet.

BUILDING THE BRIDGE 


•ENGINEERS NOW BUSY ON THE 


SAN JOAQUIN. 


mi) of the Valley Road Bridge 
Builders Near Heru- 


flon. 


The announcement in the columns of 


this paper that the engineers of the San 
Joaquin Valley road were at Herndon 
and that material for tho construction of 
the bridge over the .San Joaqulu river 
was already on the ground created great 
enthusiasm. Quite a number of persons 
have arranged to make a trip to the 
iver tomorrow just to get the first 
glimpse of the long-desired competing 
railroad. 


It will be interesting to these visitors, 


and to the public generally, to know ex- 
actly where to go and wbat IB to be-seen 
on the spot. It is a very vague direction 
to speak of the camp of the Valley road 
bridge contractors being "at or near 
Herudon." Many persons have an idea 
that the shortest way ia to drive to 
Lane'e bridge out Blackstone avenue. 
Others would go to Woods' grove, leav- 
ing the high road to Herndon about a 
mile eouth of the village, and thence 
nearly due east across the "hog-wal- 
IOWH." Either of these trips will con- 
duct the visitor far away from the camp. 


A representative of the REPUBLICAN 


who visited Herndou yeaterday found a 
change already discernible in the place. 
Teams were busy hauling lumber and 
pilea from tho switch of the Southern 
Pacific railroad to the bridge-construc- 
tion camp, which is about a mile above 
the county bridge and close to & solitary 
conspicuous clump of gum trees, a mile 
and a half east of Herndon. A road has 
been made direct to the camp and is 
easily found as soon aa the vieitor enters 
the village. The distances to the camp 
are pretty nearly as follows: From 
Herndon direct, one and a half miles 
east; from the county bridge, one mile 
east; from Wood's grove, two and a half 
miles west; from Lane's bridge SIT 
miles west. The aite of the camp can be 
easily seen from Herudon and it is 
hardly possible to mistake tbe way. 


The hank on the north side of the San 


Joaquin is steep and rocky at tbe uo'int 
where the bridge will cross. The depth 
nf water on that&ide is from eight to ten 
feet at ordinary seasons. On the other 
bank, where tbo camp ia pitched, 
tho conditions are precisely opposite; 
the water is shoal and a sandbank runs 
flush, with the bank. A trial boring in 
midntream showed that flfiy-two feet of 
sand and loose gravel would have to bo 
ponttrated to reach & aecure foundation. 
This explains the carload of big piles 
which lay yesterday at the Herndon 
switch. 


TbM pile driver in already on tbe spot 


where the operations will commence, 
namtly, on the south or Fresno county 
Bide. Mr. Murphy of Atwater, Merced 
:ounty, who has the contract for tbe 
hauling, has fourteen head of stock at 
work, and. there are in the camp twelve 
men with the pile driver, a Chinese 
:ook, and about half a dozen general la* i 
jorers. 


The engineering corps in company 


with J. T. Williams, assistant engineer 
of the bridge construction department, 
spent Thursday on tbe spot and made 
all thp, arrangements necessary for start- 
ng tbe pile driver about the middle of 
next week. The pegs are all in place so 
tbat the work can be pursued steadily 
and confidently. 


It ia not intended to hurry matters on 


;he construction of the bridge, security 
being an important consideration. The 
contract allo^e fifty-five days for this 
mrt of the work, and it will be prob- 
tbly at least fifty days more before tbe 
iridge ia finished. It will be a wooden 
itrncture; tbe only iron work being the 
jcHa and braces. 


Only a email part of tbe frame work 


and timbers of the bridge hag yet ar- 
rived. The piles are however on hand, 
and tho driving of these will be tho first 
natter. The carpenters will not arrive 
or, some weeks, being at present en- 
gaged on the 
Merced river bridge. 


When the entire force is on the ground 
here will probably be sixty or seventy 
men in camp.

The principal advantage of tho plan 


as it him now been formulated is the 
concentration of the selling of raisins. 
This m itself should be a sutlicieiit in- 
ducement for all ^rowers to unite; for it 
is well kuown that the trouble hereto- 
fore has not been in the producing of 
cood roiBina but in marketiug them. 


There ia no doubt but that the con- 


centration of celling will materially en- 
hance the value of tho product of the 
vineyards. But in addition to this ad- 
vantage the committee 
has, in the 


course of its investigations, discoverfid 
that ft very material saving in tho 
handling of the goods can be made by 
selling them here, instead of in the 
east, north and south. 


The fundamental principal of the plan 


is tho prohibition of any consigumeats, 
and the selling f.o.b. here. Through 
the action of the committee of five it ia 
believed that tho contrapt made between 
the growers end the corporation can be 
enforced, and the advantages seem to he 
with the growers. 


Mr. BricgB spoko with confidence'of 


the outlook, and expressed himself satis- 
fied that the phm will meet with the ap- 
proval of the growers wiiBn tney nave 
examined it in detail, and he hoped that 
they would not enter into any contracts 
For the distribution of their raisins until 
they have been given an opportunity to 
study the plan which will be in their 
hands in a few days.
